32,000,000 tons. The stock has been 
reduced to that figure from 64,000,000 
tons since the beginning of the strike 
of 500,000 union minors e:ght weeks 
ago. Production this week is estima- 
ted to.have run slightly over 5,000>- 
000 tons, while consumption was some 
thing move than 8,oOO,(K)fl tons.

One Is Scaling Off 


Harrisburg, June 2,—The startling 


announcement was' made at the State 
Highway 
Department today that 


many Pennsyvania motorists are ap- 
parently unintentionally violating the 
law and subjecting themselves to a 
fine of from $10 to $25 and costs for 
the first offense and from ^25 to $50 
and costs for the. second offense, be- 
cause their-tags ai'O .carrying illegal 
tags due to the scaling of the enamel 
thereon. Although a considerable num 
ber of tags have been replaced, there 
still remain a. large number of motor- 
ists who are liable to arrest and fine 
for this offense. . 


The matter of procuring duplicate 


tags under such conditions has boi-n 
simplified by the department so that 
no inconvenience is caused. By merely 
writing to the Department a duplicate 
set of tags of the same number will be 
made up at the Huntingdon Reforma-

32,000,000 tons. The stock has been 
reduced to that figure from 64,000,000 
tons since the beginning of the strike 
of 500,000 union minors e:ght weeks 
ago. Production this week is estima- 
ted to.have run slightly over 5,000>- 
000 tons, while consumption was some 
thing move than 8,oOO,(K)fl tons. 


The entire stock will, probably not 


be wiprv] out for seven or eight weeks 
more but the stock is not evenly dis- 
tribulpd and because of this it is es- 
timated that the pinch of the strike 
will 1),; felt when the reserve drops 
below 25,000.030 tons. Reports show 
that the railroads are the best pre- 
' pared to meet the emergency since 
, they have much larger reserves than 
many manufacturing plants.

II. Th« B«ok Balng Read (vv. 5-21). 
Jeremiah was unable to speak the 


Bdei»age of the Lord to the people, 
•8 he was "shut up" (v. 5). 
"Shut 


Up" most likely means a royal ban 
•gainst Jeremiah's proclamation of 
God's Word to the people or against 
bU entering the temple. 


1. To the People (vv. 6-10). The 


occasion which brought the people 
together was a day of fasting (v. 6), 
-because of the threatening of the 
Babylonians. Jeremiah directed Ba- 
ruch to read to the people the words 
wf the Lord which he had dictated 
to him, with the hope that the people 
would present their supplication be- 
fere the Lord and return every one 
treta his evil way. 


2. To the Princes (vv. 11-19). While 


the reading of the book unto the peo- 


, J)te seemingly created no great 1m- 


presslon, yet Michaiah was so deeply 
moved that he went to the scribe's 
/chamber where the princes were as- 
sembled and

all; the words which he had heart" 
^aruch. read. The princes sent for 
Baruch to come and bring the roll

Harrisburg, June 2,—The startling 


announcement was' made at the State 
Highway 
Department today that 


many Pennsyvania motorists are ap- 
parently unintentionally violating the 
law and subjecting themselves to a 
fine of from $10 to $25 and costs for 
the first offense and from ^25 to $50 
and costs for the. second offense, be- 
cause their-tags ai'O .carrying illegal 
tags due to the scaling of the enamel 
thereon. Although a considerable num 
ber of tags have been replaced, there 
still remain a. large number of motor- 
ists who are liable to arrest and fine 
for this offense. . 


The matter of procuring duplicate
